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Fy'99  began  with  the  Newburyport  Public  Library  being  cut  by  the  governor  from  the 
list  of  funded  building  projects  in  the  Massachusetts  Public  Library  Construction 
Program.  Consequently,  Newburyport  moved  up  the  waiting  list  for  funding  from  #10 
to  #2.  Ironically,  the  fiscal  year  ended  in  the  same  manner  as  it  began,  waiting  for  the 
Commonwealth  to  pass  a supplemental  budget  which  would  fund  Newburyport's  $2.1 
million  construction  grant  for  the  renovation  and  expansion  of  the  228  year  old  public 
library  building.  With  the  passage  of  the  $6.8  million  debt  exiusion  the  Library  Building 
Committee  (Bob  Gould,  Chairman,  Mary  Carrier,  John  Moak,  Ed  Molin,  Jim  Frey,  Jim  Roy, 
and  Dorothy  LaFrance)  was,  however,  able  to  proceed.  After  an  independent  review  of 
the  schematic  building  plans  submitted  in  FY'98  by  Finegold  Alexander  & Associates,  Inc., 
the  contract  with  the  architect  was  negotiated  and  signed.  The  entire  year  was 
devoted  to  preparing,  reviewing  and  adjusting  the  phased  and  final  design  documents 
which  would  be  used  to  go  out  to  bid  for  the  contractor.  Concurrently,  the  committee 
navigated  the  labyrinthe  of  satisfying  all  state  and  local  regulations  for  a public  building 
project:  land  & building  condition  surveys;  structural  investigations;  and  meetings  with 
and  filings  for  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  the  local  Historical  Commission,  the 
Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  and  the  Commission  on  Disabilities.  While  doing  a 
routine  field  investigation,  project  engineers  discovered  unsafe  conditions  due  to 
"excessive  decay  of  the  floor  beams  adjacent  to  the  exterior  wall  of  the  building".  They 
recommended  the  immediate  removal  of  the  books  located  on  the  north  side  of  the 
second  floor  of  the  Tracy  Mansion.  They  also  advised  that  these  books  should  not  be 
relocated  anywhere  else  on  the  second  floor.  As  a result,  part  of  the  fiction  collection 
was  moved  to  the  first  floor  Reading  Room,  and  some  books  were  stored.  Evaluating 
construction  phasing  options  for  the  renovation  and  expansion  that  would  have  the 
least  impact  on  our  475  daily  users  and  those  that  would  be  also  cost-effective  involved 
time-consuming  deliberations.  It  was  determined  that  staying  on  State  Street  would 
significantly  add  to  both  construction  length  and  costs,  while  also  severely  limiting 
services  and  possibly  endangering  library  users  and  staff.  Upon  the  advice  of  the 
library's  architects  and  project  managers,  the  Building  Committee  subsequently  voted 
to  relocate  the  library  during  the  1 6 month  building  project.  After  visiting  many 
proposed  sites  in  the  Newburyport  area,  it  was  decided  to  accept  the  generous  offer 
by  Ed  Molin,  President  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  to  provide  rent-free,  his  farmhouse 
property  at  1 1 2 Parker  Street  with  a newly  constructed  7000  sq.  ft.  barn  for  the 
library's  temporary  site. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  Building  Fund  Committee,  nearing  its  goal  of  raising 
$1,000,000,  announced  it  would  also  assume  responsibility  for  raising  an  additional 
$400,000  for  furnishings  and  equipment  for  the  new  library.  Additionally,  the  Friends 
have  created  an  endowment  fund  which  will  help  insure  our  new  library  remains  state-of- 
the-art  by  funding  new  technology  and  equipment  needs  as  they  develop.  The  Friends' 
extraordinary  fund  raising  efforts  were  highlighted  by  a walk-a-thon  held  at  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  yeaf.  Over  300  library  supporters  participated  and,  as  a result,  raised  over 
$21 ,000  for  the  Building  Fund. 

Library  circulation  statistics  remained  stable  with  a 1%  increase.  On  an 
average,  600  people  used  library  internet  computers  each  month.  Reference  staff  gave 
assistance  to  2,466  of  those  computer  users,  answered  2,258  inquiries  over  the 
telephone  and  5,556  reference  questions  in  person.  The  Children's  Room  offered  a 
variety  of  programs  which  were  both  educational  and  entertaining:  summer  reading, 
crafts,  sidewalk  art,  a visit  to  the  Coast  Guard  Station,  and  weekly  story  times  for 
children  from  18  months  to  school  age.  In  June,  a cooperative  program,  sponsored  by 
the  public  libraries  in  Newburyport,  Newbury,  West  Newbury  and  Amesbury  provided  an 
audience  of  350  children  and  parents  at  Maudslay  State  Park  an  afternoon  of  lively 
music  and  songs.  Children's  program  attendance  for  the  fiscal  year  was  3,286. 

Appreciation  is  extended  to  our  18  volunteers  who  donated  3,240  work  hours  to 
the  library  for  special  projects  and  to  staff  the  Hamilton  Room.  I would  like  to 
recognize  the  extraordinary  efforts  of  Ed  Molin,  President  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library, 
to  raise  private  funds  for  the  Building  Project  and  for  his  donation  of  our  temporary 
site;  and,  to  commend  the  support  of  my  staff.

The  Department  of  Public  Works  currently  maintains  two  city 
cemeteries,  nine  city  parks,  four  school  grounds,  six  athletic 
fields,  and  three  hundred-seventy  eight  streets  and  sidewalks. 

The  summer  schedule  includes  the  setup  for  Yankee  Homecoming. 

The  cleanup  of  numerous  public  events  for  the  downtown,  the  city 
parks'  trash  pickup,  and  assisting  the  Parks'  Commission  with 
park  improvements. 

The  fall  schedule  includes  a city  wide  leaf  pickup  program, 
assisting  with  the  setup  and  cleanup  of  several  fairs  run  by  the 
Newburyport  Chamber  of  Commerce,  final  mowing  of  parks, 
cemeteries  and  athletic  fields. 

During  the  winter,  the  Department  is  responsible  for  plowing, 
removing  snow  and  chemically  treating  three  hundred-seventy  eight 
streets  that  comprise  Newburyport ' s roadway  system. 

The  spring  schedule  begins  with  a city  wide  cleanup  of  roadways, 
painting  of  crosswalks  and  line  striping.  It  also  includes  a 
cleanup  of  Plum  Island  beaches  and  the  setup  of  lifeguard 
stations.  The  tree/leaf  compost  facility  is  opened  and 
operational  at  this  time.  The  maintenance  of  city  parks,  schools 
and  cemeteries  begins.

On  July  12, 1993  the  Newburyport  City  Council  passed  a resolution  requesting 
that  the  Mayor  appoint  a Parks  Commission  and  charge  the  board  with  overseeing  the 
parks  eind  open  spaces  in  the  city.  On  J<mucuy  31, 1994  Mayor  Lisa  L.  Mead  appointed 
individuals  corrfirmed  by  the  city  council  to  serve  on  the  Newburyport  Parks 
Commission. 

The  Comnussion  is  responsible  for  overseeing  planning  and  approving  activities  and 
improvements  in  the  city's  pcuks.  The  commission  is  intent  on  ensuring  that  future 
improvements  to  the  city's  parks  are  in  the  best  interests  of  Newburyport's  residents 
and  equitably  serve  eiU  park  constituents. 

The  Commission  coordinates  neighborhood  groups  and  local  businesses  that  volunteer 
their  time  and  money  to  enhance  the  city's  open  space.  Maintenance  and  facility 
improvements  cue  addressed  by  reviewing  needs  in  the  context  of  goals,  objectives  and 
available  resources. 

In  performance  of  these  duties  the  Commission  conducted  16  public  meetings  including 
12  monthly  meetings  and  4 public  hearings.  The  significant  improvements  to  the  city's 
parks  were  the  following:

FY-99 

The  Newburyport  Water  Works  has  pursued  an  active  water  main  replacement  program  over  the  past 
twenty  years.  We  have  set  new  water  lines  in  over  85  streets  within  the  system.  This  work  continues 
each  year,  thus  insuring  a safe,  clean  and  plentiful  water  service  for  all.  We  hope  to  update  our  facilities 
master  plan,  which  will  be  our  blueprint  for  planning  water  line  work  for  the  future.  Additionally,  this 
study  will  assess  our  capacity  to  meet  anticipated  demands  as  the  City  grows  and  the  water  system  is 
expanded.  The  master  plan  will  dictate  how  we  must  expand  or  change  to  meet  the  anticipated  demands 
of  our  water  system  to  2020  and  beyond.  We’re  planning  for  your  future  water  use  now! 
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The  Newburyport  Sewer  Department  operates  approximately  seventy  five  miles  of  sewer 
mains,  sixteen  lift  stations  and  a 3.4  MGD  secondary  activated  sludge  treatment  plant 
called  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility  (WWTF).  In  Fiscal  Year  1999  (FY99),  an 
average  of  2.94  MGD  of  sewerage  flow  was  pumped  and  treated  at  the  WWTF  for  a total 
treated  volume  of  over  1 . 1 billion  gallons.  Our  NPDES  permit  requires  removals  for  BOD 
and  TSS  of  85%,  with  a maximum  concentration  in  the  effluent  of  30  mg/1  (or  30  parts  per 
million)  on  an  average  monthly  basis.  The  WWTF  routinely  removed  93%  or  greater  of 
these  potential  pollutants,  for  an  effluent  concentration  of  BOD  and  TSS  routinely  below 
1 5 mg/1,  as  shown  on  the  table  below:

This  Department  responded  to  125  sewer  calls  in  FY99,  a decrease  of  5%  over  FY98.  We 
also  responded  to  9 odor  complaints. 

We  received,  approved  and  inspected  the  construction  of  85  new  connections  to  the 
system  fi-om  24  separate  areas  of  the  City.  This  was  an  increase  of  38%  from  FY98. 

This  department  continues  to  operate  under  its  Capital  Plan  which  is  updated  annually  and 
is  separated  into  immediate,  1 year,  2 year,  3 year  and  5 year  increments.  This  plan  is 


consistent  with  the  City's  Vision  Statement  of  maintaining  and  improving  the  City's 
infrastructure  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  rate  payers  while  simultaneously  operating  our 
infrastructure  in  the  most  efiBcient  manner  possible. 

Finally,  this  department  undertook  significant  projects  in  FY99  including  design  of  the 
Odor  Control  Improvenrents  at  the  WWTF  leading  to  construction  improvements  in 
FY2000;  continued  efforts  on  composting  (recycling)  of  our  sludge;  completed 
replacement  construction  of  4 lift  stations  (obtain  0%  interest  loan  for  construction); 
various  improvements  at  the  WWTF  including  evaluation  of  a new  disinfection  technology 
at  the  WWTF;  cleaning  of  the  major  sewer  interceptors  (pipes);  continued  efforts  on  a 
departmental  safety  manual  and  spill  prevention,  contingency  and  countermeasures  manual 
(as  well  as  associated  training);  continuation  of  the  Department's  Infiltration/Inflow 
reduction  program;  obtain  financial  assistance  for  low  income  rate  payers;  continued 
activities  to  bring  Geographic  Information  Systems  (GIS)  capabilities  to  the  City;  manage 
Storm  Drainage  study  being  performed  by  MVPC  and  fimded  by  MHD;  assist  with  the 
Plum  Island  ^ilities  planning  project;  begin  planning  efforts  for  relief  sewerage  service  in 
the  Storey  Ave./Low  St.  area;  begin  preparations  for  Y2K  related  issues;  assist  on  City 
Growth  issues;  begin  creation  of  a departmental  central  file  system;  obtain  an  $273,810 
grant  from  the  EPA;  and  increase  the  Department  State-sponsored  rate  relief  by  over 


150%. 


This  department  serves  approximately  8,000  customers  and  stands  ready  and  able  to  serve 
each  of  them  as  well  as  answer  any  and  all  questions  and  comments  they  may  have.

The  Conservation  Commission  is  delegated  with  the  primary  responsibility  of 
administering  and  enforcing  the  Massachusetts  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (General  Laws 
Chapter  131,  Section  40),  and  for  the  administration  of  the  Agricultural  Preservation 
Restriction  program  within  the  City  of  Newburyport. 

In  the  performance  of  these  duties,  the  commission  over  the  course  of  24  public  meetings, 
conducted  public  hearings  on  29  Notices  of  Intent  and  Order  of  Conditions  were 
approved  with  appropriate  conditions.  Also,  there  were  4 minor  amendments  to  existing 
Order  of  Conditions.  The  Commission  reviewed  39  Requests  for  Determination  of 
Applicability,  issuing  37  Negative  Determinations  and  2 Positive  Determinations  with  3 
amendments  to  existing  Determinations  of  Applicability.  There  were  also  2 Abbreviated 
Notice  of  Intents  filed  and  1 Notice  was  withdrawn.  A total  of  21  applicants  appeared 
before  the  Commission  for  Informal  Discussions  for  input  fi-om  the  Commission.  There 
were  22  Certificates  of  Compliance,  3 Extension  to  Order  of  Conditions  and  5 
Enforcement  Orders  issued. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  generated  fimds  from  filing  fees  established  by  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP).  As  established  by  legislation,  these 
funds  have  been  placed  in  a separate  account  to  be  appropriated  only  for  conservation 
purposes.  The  funds  could  be  used  for  consultants  as  the  need  arises  to  put  the 
administration  of  conservation  matters  on  a firmer  footing. 

Raymond  Talkington  of  the  Conservation  Commission  was  appointed  to  the  Soil 
Removal  Board  in  the  City  of  Newburyport 

At  the  present  time,  there  are  seven  members  of  the  Newburyport  Conservation 
Commission.

If  the  vessel  is 
not  properly  secured  within  24  hours  - or  if  the  harbormaster  is  unable  to  contact  the 
owner  via  the  vessel  registration  number,  hull  identification  number,  and  any  personal 
effects  on  board  - the  harbormaster  shall  contract  to  have  the  vessel  towed  (if  necessary) 
and  stored  at  a private  marina.  Within  three  months  from  the  time  the  harbormaster 
attempts  to  contact  the  owner,  the  harbormaster  will  advertise  the  vessel  for  sale  in  the 
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local  newspaper  for  14  days,  requesting  sealed  offers.  At  the  end  of  the  14-day  period, 
the  vessel  will  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder;  if  no  offers  are  received,  the  harbormaster 
may  dispose  of  the  vessel  as  appropriate.  Any  funds  for  the  vessel  will  be  used  to  pay 
towing  and  storage  fees;  surplus  funds  will  go  into  the  Waterways  Account. 

Any  abandoned,  adrift,  or  aground  vessel  that  the  harbormaster  determines  constitutes  a 
navigational  hazard  or  threatens  the  safety  of  persons  or  property  may  be  towed  (if 
necessary)  and  stored  at  a private  marina  at  the  harbormaster’s  discretion,  without  prior 
notification  of  the  owner. 

An  owner  who  claims  an  abandoned,  adrift,  or  aground  vessel  must  pay  all  costs  incurred 
in  recovering  and  storing  the  vessel  before  taking  possession  of  the  vessel. 

ADD: 

Section  4-92  (b)  (6)  Conditional  City  Mooring  Permits 

A boater  who  holds  a mooring  permit  from  the  City  of  Newburyport  does  so  with  the 
understanding  that  his  or  her  mooring  may  be  removed  permanently  at  any  time  wdthout 
immediate  replacement.  Prior  to  mooring  removal,  the  mooring  permit  holder  will  be 
given  a written  explanation  of  the  mooring-removal  decision  and  will  be  offered  an 
opportunity  to  appeal  the  mooring-removal  decision  to  the  Harbor  Commission.  A boater 
who  has  a mooring  removed  through  this  process  will  be  placed  at  the  top  of  the  mooring 
waiting  list.

To  The  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council: 

The  Newburyport  Board  of  Health  is  comprised  of  three  members  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  to  staggered  three-year  terms.  The  Board  of  Health  operates  under  Massachusetts 
General  Law,  Chapter  111,  Section  26.  The  Board  meets  monthly  at  the  City  Hall.  The 
current  members  of  the  Board  are: 


Duncan  G.  LaBay,  Ph  D.,  Chair 
Gerard  J.  DeLisle,  D.M.D. 
Susan  R.  Beluk,  M.D. 


By  statute,  the  Board  appoints  a Director  of  Public  Health  to  manage  the  day-to-day 
operation  of  the  department.  The  department  consists  of  the  Director,  a Secretary, 
Animal  Control  Officer,  Animal  Inspector,  Sealer  of  Weights  & Measurers  and 
Recycling  Coordinator.  The  department  works  in  concert  with  the  Building  Department 
to  provide  services  for  the  Plumbing,  Wiring  & Gas  Inspectors. 

The  Board  distributes  State  provided  vaccines  to  local  physicians,  hospital  and  clinics. 
The  Board  contracts  with  the  Home  Health  Care  of  Greater  Newburyport,  an  agency  of 
the  Anna  Jaques  Hospital  for  its  Public  Health  Nursing  services  which  include,  but  are 
not  limited  to  disease  investigation,  well-child  clinics,  blood  pressure  and  cholesterol 
clinics  as  well  as  influenza  inoculation  clinics  each  Fall.  In  1999,  over  twenty  “flu  shot” 
clinics  were  held,  inoculating  over  4,000  residents  against  the  flu. 

In  September,  the  department,  in  conjunction  with  the  Town  of  West  Newbury  Board  of 
Health  held  its  annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection.  Newburyport  has  held 
this  event  annually  since  1985,  and  it  is  always  well  received  by  the  community. 

The  City's  recycling  program  was  recognized  and  honored  as  the  States  Medium  Size 
recycling  program  of  the  year.  Health  Director  Steven  H.  Fram  and  Recycling 
Coordinator  Kay  Halloran  received  the  award  in  Boston  at  the  1999  Recycling  Expo.
